Wright Upholds the 
Findings of the 
ated Press Leased-wire Seruice. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—‘‘It is enna 
nable, and the conclusions reached by. the 
strike commissioners were based on 00d, 
solid evidence.“ 
This artterance referred to the recent re- 
port of the United States Strike Commis- 
sion, and was made by Labor Commissioner 
Carroll D. Wright. The statement. was 
called forth by an Associated Press dis- 
patch from. Chicago, which gave a sketch 
of an article which, it was stated, would 
appear in the next issue of the . Railway

Age in reply te the Strike Commission. 


Wright said that those who were hurt by 
the report, and felt its forceful penetration, 
would, in their efforts to check its influ- 
ence, use the weapons of abuse. They 
canhot, be said, point out the alleged 
“enormous errors“ and inaccuracies which 
are paraded in, the Age article. 

One of the so-called errors or inaccura- 
cies made by the Commissioners, according 
to the Railway Age, was the statement 
that a large number of railroad employees 
were sworn in as deputy United States 
marshals to protect railroad property, and 
that their salaries as government law offi- 
cers were pald by the railroad companies, 
and not by the United States. 

„This statement,“ said Wright, was 
testified to before the Strike Commission 
by President St. John, of the General Man- 
agers’ Association, and others on his side 
of the question} The strike commission- 
ers did not set dut to deal with or investi- 
gate Mr. Debs, Mr. Pullman, or Mr. St. 
John. It was not dealing with individuals, 
but with systems. There ‘was no purpose 
to vindicate any one, but to investigate 
conditions and systems impartially and re- 
port the findings to the government.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—Ex-Senator Platt 
has given out a statement on the issues 
cf the day.

“I venture the prediction that any at- 
tempts on the part of self-constituted 
committees or ambitious busybodies to 
forestall. their work and ‘boss’ the action 
of the Legislature will be resented by 
Mr. Lexow and his associates and by the 
people generally. 

“As for the new municipal administra- 
tion, Mr. Strong will have my earnest 
support in all his undertakings. Such in- 
fluence as I have will be his whenever he 
wants it. I predict that the present Leg- 
islature will supplement the work of the 
Republican Constitutional Convention by 
adopting such reform measures as will be 
calculated to insure fair elections and 
good municipal government.

POPULIST. KOLB ISSUES A MAD 
MANIFESTO. 


He Says He Has Been Elected Gov- 
nor of Alabama and Calls on 


the le to Help Him 


ST. LOUIS, (Mo.,) Nov. 19.—A special 
to the Republic from Birmingham, Ala., 
says: 


* 


“Reuben F. Kalb, the defeated candi- 
date of the Populist party for Governor of 
Alabama, publishes a lengthy address to 
the people of Alabama in this afternoon’s 
edition of the People’s Daily Tribune of 
this city, the State organ of the Kolbites 
and Populists, in which he declares his in- 
tention to be inaugurated Governor of the 
State December 1, and calling upon his 
followers everywhere to gather at Mont- 
gomery on that day and aid him in tak- 
ing ,his seat. 

“The address begins by saying that the 
paramount issue in the late State cam- 
paign was honest elections, and charges 
that frauds were committed in 1892. He 
says that there was almost a universal 
demand against the repetition of these 
frauds. The address then savs that just 
after the election this year, Kolb issued 
an address stating that he had deen 
elected, shortly after which his leade 
held a conference. As a result of this 
conference, meetings were called in every 
county for the purpose of ascertaining the 
wishes of the people with reference to 
the alleged frauds. A convention was 
also called at Montgomery for November 
12, says the address, at which resolutions 
were adopted to the effect that Kolb was 
elected by the qualified electors: that the 
will of the people was set aside through 
the agency of election managers and 
county officials, aided and abetted by a 
corrupt judiciary. 

“Kolb then says that, last Saturday, 
when the Legislature convened in joint 
session to count the votes for State offi- 
cers, Senator Goodwyn arose to file a pro- 
test signed by forty-four Populist members 


leged frauds were committed, when 
wyn out of order and ordered him to take 
his seat, calling upon the doorkeeper to 
seat him. The address then concludes: 

„The official count, as declared by the 
Speaker, gives Oates a majority of 27,272. 
Election frauds committed in the counties 
named in the protest of Senator Goodwyn, 
of which we have positive and sworn evi- 
dence, would be more than sufficient to 
wipe out all the majorities claimed for 
Oates. The foregoing considered, and in 
view of the existing conditions in Ala- 
bama, I have determined to discharge my 
full duty to the people of Alabama. I will 
not fail to repeat the pledges which I have 
made to the people who hgve given mie 
their confidence and stood by me so hero- 
ically during the past four years. 

“*You, fellow citizens, have twice 
elected me Governor of this State and 
this, time. by the grace of God and the 
help of the good people of Alabama, I 
will be Governor. December 1 is the day 
fixed by law for the inauguration of the 
Governor. On that day I shall be in 


oath of office and my seat as Governor. 
And I hereby call upon good people in 
every part of the State to aid me in all 
proper and peaceable methods to uphold 
the law and set aside the power of trai- 
tors and usurpers in Alabama. I appeal 
to my friends and supporters from all 
parts of the State to be m Montgomery on 
the first day of December, 1894, there and 
then to give me their support in a lawful 
and peaceable manner to vindicate their 
liberties. I counsel against any unlawful 
demonstration, but ask the co-operation 
of free men in the necessary effort to en- 
force the law and carry out the will of 
the people.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The Cina 
Japan incident, as far as the United States 
offer of mediation is concerned, is con- 
sidered closed for the present by those ip 
a position to understand the situation. 
At tthe State Department and at the Chin- 
ese and Japanese legations, there is only 
the negative information to the effect that 
no positive answer to the American sug- 
gestion of mediation has been received. 
Yet well-informed persons say that Japan 
has made her position clear in such a way 
as to avoid the ambarrassments of a posi- 
tive declination, and yet show that accept- 
ance will have to be based on certain defi- 
nite conditions. 

It is believed. that the essential consid- 
eration om which Japan would consent 
to any mediation is that China will raise 
the white flag ct truce, the emblem reeog- 
mized the world over as an indication that 
a contestant wants to treat for terms of 
peace. China has not yet made any d- 
rect offer to the Japanese, and the latter 
are not disposed to consider a roun t 
offer which overlooks the 
ternational emblem of the white flag. 
PROTECTION FOR FOREIGNERS AT 

TIEN-TSIN. 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 19.—The Viceroy of 
Tien-Tsin is placing soldiers around the 
foreign settlement to protect K against 
the depredations of soldiers from . mutin- 
ous camps. If the Japanese take Port Ar- 
thur, it is expected that they will land 
en route to Peking, forty miles south of 
Taku. Numbers of quick-firing guns have 
been added to the Chinese ‘warships at 
Wei-Hai-Wel. 

“THE ENGLAND OF THE PACIFIC.” 

TACOMA (Wash.,) Nov. 19.—Japan will 
have control of the world’s supply of eam 
phor should it get the Isiand of Formos 
as part of its indemnity from China, a6 
cording to Anthony T. Pritchard, who live? 
many years in Asia. 

“Camphor sold for jess than 10 cents @ 
pound twenty years ago,“ he says, “but # 
mas advanced to over $1 a pound. It is 
generally beMeved by Japanese merchants 
and travelers that, if Japan had not been 
drawn into the

strengthen herself as ‘the England of the

LONDON, Nov. 19.—A dispatch from 
Rome says. that Italy bas informed the 
powers that she cannot approve any form 
of intervention between China and Japan. 

WHAT HE WILL DO WITH IT. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The state- 
ment was made in Congressional circles 
today that President Cleveland’s message 
to Congress would throw light on the 
China-Japan question and would forestall 
any resolution of inquiry. As the Secre- 
tary of State, unlike any other Cabinet 
} Officers, makes no annual report to Con- 
gress, the President’s message ordinarily 
deals with the affairs in which this gov- 
ernment has any part and as the recent 
negotiations with China and Japan are the 
most important questions the department 
has had in some time it is concluded that 
President Cleveland will make clear the 
position of this government. Up to this 
time, there is no official information on 
the question and the State Department has 
not even stated officially that negotia- 


tions with China and Japan are in prog- 
ress. 

The reading of the President's message 
is the flost business of Congress, so that 
it would precede the contemplated intro- 
duction of resolutions of inquiry by Repre- 
sentative Bellamy Storer. It is the belief 
of those familiar with President Cleve- 
land’s position against foreign entangle- 
ments that such reference as he may make 
to this subject in his message will be on 
the ground of humanity, urging’ that 
while this government need not reach 
abroad for conquest and acquisition, it 
can well adopt an enlightening policy 
which will aid in maintaining the peace 
and progress of the world. 

THE JAPS RETREATED. 

CHE FOO, Nov. 19.—Fighting occurred 
on Sunday last, twenty miles from Port 
Arthur. The Japanese retired toward 
Ta-Lien-Wan. The Chinese loss was 100, 
The Japanese loss is reported to have 
been 300. 

THE SBCOND ARMY. 

YOKOHAMA, Nov. 19.—The second Jap- 
anese army left Kin-Chow on November 2, 


from two directions. The forces would 
have to defeat the enemy on the road be- 
fore attacking Port Arthur.

Miners in Convention at San 
Francisco. 


Delegates from Seven States Present. 
= Governor Markham 
Speaks. 


A Skipper Arrested—Rumors of a

SAN FRA O, Nov. 19.—The third 
annual convention of the California Min- 
ers’ Association opened in Metropolitan 
Hall at 10:30 o’clock this morning. Nearly 
one thousand delegates were in attendance. 
Among the attendants this morning were a 
score of delegates representing Nevada, 
Oregon, Washington, Idaho, Colorado and 
Montana. An additional liveliness was 
given the convention hall by the presence 
of the Newcastle Brass Band, of eighteen 
pieces, which came in with the Placer 
county delegation. 

When President J. H. Neff had called 
the convention to order, letters of regret 
were read from Governor-elect Budd, who 
was too ill to attend; Gov. Richards ot 
Montana, Gov. Sheldon of South Dakota, 


and Senator White and Congressman Bow- 


ers of California. 
Gov. Markham was then introduted, and 
in a felicitous address dwelt upon the im- 
portance of the mining industry, and the 
part it has played in the building up of 
California. . 

At the conclusion of Gov. Markham’s 
speech, President Neff named fifteen dele- 
gates to serve as a Committee on Creden- 
tials. 

J. A. Barham, OCongressman-elect from 
the First California District, then deliv- 
ered a brief address, promising that, as a 
member of Congress, he would champion 
the cause of the miners, and that in par- 
ticular he would urge appropriations suffi- 
cient to build dams for the impounding of 
all the heavier debris; that the muddy wa- 
ters which should flow over barriers he 
would have carried into the tule swamps 
along the Sacramento River. 

In the afternoon the Committee on Cre- 
dentials reported that 521 delegates, in- 
cluding representatives From Washington, 
Idaho, Nevada, Alaska, and Montana were 
entitled to seats. Chairman Neff appointed 
as a Committee on Order of Business 
Julian Sonntag, H. T. Power, A. Treadigo, 
Grant I. Taggart and R. H. Campbell. 

The remainder the afternoon session 
was devoted to dresses and papers on 
mining topics. Marcus D. Boruck and Con- 
gressman-elect Hilborn spoke briefly, fol- 
lowed by Lieut. W. F. C. Hasson in a 
paper an electrical transmission ss applied 
to mining. John M. Wright of Alameda 
gave an object lesson on, drift-mining. 
He said that gold gravel is often located 
at great distances under ground at the 
bases of mountains or hills, covered to a 
great depth by volcanic cappings, preclud- 
ing it being ‘taken up as surface mineral 
lands and rendering tunneling necessary.

A PERILOUS TIME. 


Bark Swanmore Narrowly Escapes 
Wreck on a Rocky Shore. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

ASTORIA, (Or.) Nov. 19.—The British 
bark Swanmore, 1731 tons, in ballast, 
twenty-one days from San Francisco, ar- 
rived at 1:30 o'clock this afternoon. Capt. 
Greenbaum has an interesting story to 
tell of the narrow escape of his vessel 
from going ashore near Cape Falcon or 
False Tillamook, early yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The Swanmore arrived off the lightship 
about 3 o’clock Saturday afterndon and, 
finding no tug or pilot, stood off to the 
| southward, a wind having sprung up 
from the northeast. Early Sunday morn- 
ing the wind died away and the Swan- 
more found herself enveloped in a thick 
fog, and being unable to locate their 
bearings, were completely lost until they 
were startled to hear a noise that always 
causes the sailors’ blood to run cold—the 


roaring of the breakers on the beach. The 
anchor was at on dr and thirty- 
five fathoms of chain run out. Here they 


remained until 8:30 o’clock, when a light 
off-shore wind sprung up and the bark’s 
anchor was slipped. They stood directly 
off shore for about eight miles and the 
wind again failed them. Again the vessel 
drifted toward the breakers and their 
dull, roaring sound was plainilv audible, 
when a second breeze sprang up and the 
Swanmore was headed toward the open 


sea. 

By this time the fog had lifted and the 
crew of the Swanmore could easily distin- 
guish the rugged and perpendicular cliff 
of Cape Falcon.

They had evidently noticed the Swan- 
more’s signals of distress, for they were 
bearing down on her under a, full head of 
steam. 

The Swanmore was inside the second 
line of tumbling breakers and danger- 
ously near the third, when the Harrison 
managed to get hold of a steel hawser 
from the vessel. By this time the roar 
of the breakers was deafening and the 
swell was running shorewards with terri-. 
ble force, and when the line was pulled 
taut, and the little steamer started with 
her heavy tow, her bits were nearly torn 
from her deck. It was a long and hard 
struggle at first, but the Harrison finally 
got the bark free from the breakers, and, 
towing her fully ten miles off shore, 
dropped her. 

This morning the bark was opposite the 
mouth of the river and was picked up by 
a tug and brought inside.

DENVER, Nov. 19.—Capt. Constant 
Williams of the Seventh Infantry has 
forwarded.to the headquarters of the De- 
partment of Colorado the particulars of 
the trouble with the Moqui Indians. 

The Moqui Indians are few. in number 
and dwell in the mountains of Arizona, 
about 150 thiles from Fort Wingate, the 
nearest military post. They are à peace- 
ful and industrious tribe, but are ignor- | 
ant of all matters outside of their own 
little villages. It is even said that they 
believe that they aré the only people in 
the world with the exception of. the four 
companjes of United States cavalry which 
appeared on the occasion of their last out- 
break. 

Gov. Solomal obtained some progressive 
ideas from a visit to Washington with 
two other Moquis about ten years ago. 
On his return he described the immense 
number of people, the railroads. and gi- 
gantic buildings he had seen. The In- 
dians, thinking he was crazy, placed him 
in confinement for some time: Solomal 
has never abandoned his desire for reform 
and has gathered about him - followers 
that comprise about one-third of the 

oquis. Capt. Williams, to ascertain the 
cause of the disturbance, visited the vil- 
lages, and found that it rose from a sec- 
ond attempt of Solonial to adopt the cus- 
toms of the palefacés. - 

A meeting of the two factions was held 
in the square of the villages and the 
chiefs of contending: factions stated their 
case. Gov. Solomal said that he wanted 
his children to go to school and be brought 
up as the white children are. When he 
and the others had done, the hostiles bad 
rai objections, had seized some of their 
cornfields and threatened to seize others. 
They had even gone so far as to threaten 
to expel them from the town. So Solomal 
had asked for the cavalry to be sent. 

The hostiles numbered about two-thirds 
of the tribe and they were led by one 
Lomahungyoma.

SOME THRILLING INCIDENTS. 

LONDON, Nov. 19.—A special dispatch 
to the Daily News says it was a terrible 
moment when the time came fo? the fam- 
ily of the Czar Alexander to bid farewell 
to his remains. The widowed Empress 
mounted the steps of the bier, supported 
by her son, Czar Nicholas. Her feelings 
spent themselves in a burst of hysterical 
sobs and tears, from which she was un- 
able to recover. Again and again she 
bent over and kissed the hands lying 
crossed on her husband’s breast. Then 
she stood aside and the other imperial and 
royal personages kissed the hands, after 
which the general public withdrew, Then 
a rosary was laid upon the deceased Czar’s 
head and an absolution written upon parch- 
ment was placed in the hands. The inter- 
ment followed. 

The correspondent of the Standard at 
St. Petersburg describes the scene of con- 
fusion Sunday afternoon in the vicinity of 
the fortress of St. Paul and St. Peter. For 
more than a mile in all directions was a 
seething, suffocating mass of people, which 
the Cossacks were vainly trying to keep 
in order with knouts and the heels of | 


scattered. the people in front like chaff, 
only to be driven back by the pressure 
from behind. The Cossacks struck the 
people across their faces with great whips. 
One man was killed by a knout. A boy 
was s‘iffocated by the crowd. 

As the Czar and Grand e Michael 
passed in an open oarrliage, on the way 
to the cathedral, the same afternoon, a 
man with a beard and dressed es a peas- 
ant, sprang, with two bounds, into the 
road, and drew from his pocket a packet 
which he threw at the Czar. His Majesty 
started back, and then coolly picked up 
the package. The incident catfsed intense 
commotion, the crowd believing that an 
attempt had been made to assassinate the 
Czar. The offender was instantly seized 
and hustiel to the guardhouse. The im- 
perial carriage proceeded, ainid the mur- 
murs of the crowd. | 

Later it was announded that the Czar 
had accepted a petition that had been 
thrown to him. The papers of St. Peters- 
burg make no mention of the occurrence. 
The contents of the petition are kept se- 
cret. It fs believed that the peasant’s 
dress worn by the man was a disguise. 

BEGGING FOR TOKENS. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 19.—Applica- 
tions are being received from all parts of 
Russia for the ficwers that were used 
in the fortress cathedral during the lying- 
in-state of Czar Alexander’s body, and at 
the funeral services.

Gladstone Forgives the Contumely of 
the Duke of Westminster.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
Society is talking of the remarkable re- 
conciliation of Gladstone and the Duke of 
Westminster, the ex-Prima Minister hav- 
ing consented to join the party at Eton 
Hall at the wedding of the Duke's daughter 
and the brother of the Duchess of York.

ern Pacifie Company is trying to secure 
patents to ell unoccupied mineral lands 
lying in the odd sections within the limits 
of the railroad grant, covering the most 
valuable part of the Southern Oregon min- 
ing district. The railroad company has re- 
cently been making surveys of land and 
filing lists in the land office at Roseburg 
for the purpose of securing title from the 
government. Public meetings have been 
beld in several towns, at which the action 
of the railway company has been de- 
nounced. 

By the terms of the charter of the Ore- 
gon and California Railway Company, 
granted in July, 1866, the government gave 
to the company all the odd-numbered 
tions of land within a strip twenty miles 
wide on each side of the ratiroad, but stip- 
ulated that mining lands be excepted, and 
of course that no vested rights in other 
lands, by reason of prior possession or 
otherwise, be interfered with. 

The railroad surveyors have recently 
reached the great mining district west of 
Rogue River Valley, and that is the cause 
of all the trouble.

DAMAGE IN THE EARTHQUAKE

UNDERMINING THE RIVER. 


A correspondent, writing to The 
Times on the subject of the Los An- 
geles River water supply, states that 
the article appearing in these columns 
yesterday on that subject “presupposes 
that all the water, developed or unde- 
veloped, of that stream, belongs to the 
city.“ The article presupposes nothing 
or thé kind. There is no question as 
to the riparian rights of the owners 
of lands in the San Fernando Valley 
or along the river. The owners of 
lands upon which water rises, or is 
developed, have an unquestioned right 
to the legitimate use of such water 
upon their own lands. The city has 
no rights paramount to these riparian 
rights, which give to the owners of 
lands the use of water which may be 
developed upon their own premises. 

But the Times’. correspondent is in 
error in his further declaration that 
the owners of such lands have a right 
to divert the water to uses outside 


from the source of supply, and dispose 
of it as suits their inclination. This 
contention can not be sustained, and 
upon it the questions at issue depend. 
With the use, on his own premises, of 
water there developed, the riparian 
rights of a land-owner begin and end. 
He can not legally nor equitably di- 
vert any portion of a gtream to other 
uses outside his own lands. Such por- 
tion @s-he can not use must be allowed 
to return to the stream from which it 
is taken, to flow on in its natural chan- 
nels to other property-owners, whose 
rights are as sacred as his ‘own. 

This is the whole case ina nutshell. 
The agreement which has been entered 
into between the city and W. T. Spill- 
man concedes to his company the right 
to divert the water developed on oands 
owned by them and to carry it under 
the bed of the river in conduits, to be 
used on other lands. This is certainly, 
as The Times has pointe out, a con- 
cession fraught with possible danger 
and jeopardy to the city’s future water 
supply. In a private venture of this 
peculiar kind, there is no real guaran- 
tee, in all the fine promises that have 
been made by the concessionaires, that 
the water supply of the city—the river 
itself—will not be tapped deep down 
and out of sight, drawn off and de- 
pleted by these people for private uses. 
The right conceded by tho city in this 
agreement could not be enforced in a 
court of equity, but the concession 
would be productive of trouble, ex- 
pense and endless litigation. It is to 
be feared that the city has thrown 
away some of its most valuable rights, 
receiving nothing of valu’ in return.

A DEATH STRUGGLE. 


The Cook Gang Surrounded by the 
Cherokees. | 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
MUSKOGEBE T.) Nov. 19.—War with 
the Cooks is going on in the vicinity of 
Verdigris River, about twenty miles from 
here. The bandits kre massed in force 
there and have more than their match 
in a squad of Cherokees, who have been 
rounding them up for several days. No 
open fight has’ yet taken place, but there 
has been a great deal of skirmish fight- 
ing, and both sides are preparing for a 
death struggle. 


Fully fifteen of the Cook gang are to- 
gether, and Bill Cook is leading them in 
person. His young wife or sweetheart is 
with him at the rendezvous. The Chero- 
kees would have forced the fighting before 
now were it not. for their fear of run- 
ning short of ammunition before the bat- 
tle was over. If it comes to a question of 
allowing the Cooks to slip away from them 
or fighting as best they can, then the 
Cherokees will fight, and they are not 
afraid of getting the worst of it. It was 
thought, however, to be good generalship 
to keep the Cooks in the corner they now 
have them in yntil all is im readiness for a 
‘heavy and prolonged attack. 

The Cherokees subsequently dispatched 
Sheriff John Brown to this city for a full 
supply of ammunition, and he arrived here 
tonight, bringing the information above 
given. The Sheriff will leave here in the 
morning, with all the supplies needed and 
a strong guard.

Municipal Matters Discussed 
by Mr. Hazard. 


The Independent Candidate Speaks to 
the Citizens of Boyle 
Heights. 


Second Ward Republicans Hold a 
Meeting in the Temple-street 
Hall—Frank Rader and 
Other Speakers. 


A large and enthusiastic audience 
greeted Henry T. Hazard at Korbel Hall, 
Boyle Heights, last night, to hear him 
speak. Increasing interest is being taken 
in these meetings, and last night Mr. 
Hazard gave many new reasons why he 
is a candidate fof mayor. He said: 

“Our form of government is the pride 
of the. American heart, yet how few of us 
realize the alarming conditions into which 
We are drifting. By reason of the fact 
that the people are not permitted to vote 
for the camdidate direct, it enables those 
having designs om the government, city, 
county or State, to make combinations in 
conventions and place men on the ticket 
who are mot acceptable to the members 
of the respective parties. This provides 
the means whereby the parties constitut- 
ing the machine of the party. gan defeat 
any and every person who is not accept- 
able to those having the matter in charge. 

“I want to illustrate in my case why 
I am 80 obnoxious to the element which 
contro's the Republican party in our city 
and county. . 

“In the beginning, the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company desired to obtain a sub- 
sidy from the city dnd county of Los 
Angeles, and a bonus to build the rail- 
rod from Gan Francisco down to our 
city, ani a ocmmimittee was appointed to 
conier with the agent of the company, and 
agree OM a contract whenever the road 
would be bunt. Judge O’Melveney, who 
was my law partner, was chairman of this 
committee, and the contract was gotten up 
in our office, It provided that the road 
shoul Be Built to Los Angeles, and from 
there it was to go on any practical route 
to Fort Tuma, en the Colorado River. I 
insisted on, and I inserted in this contract 
a clause that has done more to pace Los 
Angeles on the highway to prosperity than 
anything else. I you will pardon 
ms for stating these things ef myself, but 


I want to show you why I am obnoxious 


to the various corporations that encompass 
us about, and to show you that it is be- 
cause I have done what I considered to 
be my duty. I inserted in that contract 
these words, after the words stating that 
the road should 
: It shall go thence, by way of 
Bernardino, through the San Gor- 
Sonia Pass, to a point at or near Fort Yuma, 
on the Colorado River.’ This clause was 
objected to by Hr. Hyde, the agent, and 
he was ordered to return to San Francisco 
and the contract was declared off. I still 
imzisted on retaining that clause in the 
contract, because I knew if they were 
permitted to buli direct to San Diego, and 
thence to Yuma, and not go directly 
from here across the continent, that our 
vitality would gradually go to the Bay: 
City, and Los Angeles would be but a 
way station on the transcontinental line. 

Wo did not then occupy the independ- 
ent position which we now possess. The 
committee was inclined to recede from the 
position and permit this clause to be ex- 
punged, but whether you believe it or 


permit the same that the committee 
finally agreed to stand it and insist on 
a route directly east from here or no 
subsidy. They were apprehensive that we 
might get no road unless we receded, but 
I knew that the road could not be ‘built 
through the San Fernando Mountains un- 
less the company received our subsidy. 
I was blamed at the time, but I stood 
firm. After several months Mr. Hyde was 
sent back to renew negotiations and 
agreed to this condition. I stated that the 
subsidy would carry with that condition in 
it, and without it it would not carry, and 
I promised that if the clause were re- 
tained that I would personally canvass 
the county for the railroad subsidy, which 
I did. At the request for those — 2 


speeches in every important 
precinct in the county I issued an open 
challenge to meet anz one Opposed to the 
same, and they were many at the time; 
and I did meet them in many precincts. 
As a result the bonds were carried by 
a large majority. After the election was 
over, I was invited to make out my Dill 
for services. As every one else was, 80 
far as I know, paid for services in that 
campaign, and it was the most memorable 
one in the history of the county, but I 
declined to receive a cent for my services 
in that behalf, for the reason that I went 
before the people as a citizen and taxpayer 
and not as the attorney of the county. 

“The road was built, and in 1881, when I 
was City Attorney, knowing the contents of 
the contract, I demanded the reconve@yance 
to the city of the fifty-seven acres which 
now constitute the East Lake Park, be- 
eause the company had not complied with 
the agreement whereby that ground was 
conveyed to them, viz.: That they should 
establish a workshop thereon. They had 
erected an old shanty on the ground as a 
pretense of complying with the conditions. 
At my own suggestion, single-handed 
and alone I began a campaign for the re- 
conveyance of this ground to the city, and 
succeeded finally in 9 a deed from 
the company to the city for the land. How 
could 1 have done this. had I accepted 
money from the company and ridden on 
their passes? I state th things to show 
you why I am obnoxious to the railroad 
company, and why their influence has al- 
ways been against me in Very convention 
since, and when you nk this com- 
nt factor for 
evil in our political councils, you show 
your want of knowledge of the methods 
whereby they control the politics of this 
city, county and State. 

“Tf one could serve God and mammon 
politically he would be all right. He 
would then be a part of the. machine, 
and his influence would depend upon the 
degree of hypocrisy which he could main- 
tain before the people. With a 
2 the occupation of this corpora- 
ion politically. in this State would be 
gone, and that is one of the reasons why 
I am in fayor of any plan whereby the 
performance of one’s duty would not con- 
sign bim to political oblivion. 

n I was in the mayor’s office I was 
instrumental in building a road through 
the Elysian Park. This road ran through 
eighty-seven acres of ground on which 
the reservoir of the water company is sit- 
uated. The company fenced un the road. 
I sent a squad of police up there and the 
fence was pulled down. It was built up 
again and again pulled down. I was then 
invited to go out there and meet the pres- 
ident of the company. As I had deter- 
mined that the company could not appropri- 
ate anything which the city predicated 
a right by force, I told the president that 
in my judgment the city owned the ground, 
and that they would have to establish in 
court any right if they had it. Suit was 
brought by the company, and I caused to 
be put on an answer which set up the 
rights of the city to all the ground, .and 
obtained for the city two separate judg- 
ments, wiping out any claim which the 
company had to this ground. 

„At some other time during this canvass 
I will show you further why I am obnox-

DENVER, Nov. 19.—Railway managers 
have denied the existence of a black list 
covering the cases of A. R. U. men, but in- 
vestigation seems to show that such a 
document does exist, and straightforward 
Statements from the sufferers themselves 
indicate that it is decidedly injurious to 
them by keeping them from work of every 
description. The men claim there are 
fully 1000 victims of the policy ip Denver 
alone.

A TECHNICAL POINT. 


Tried to Exclude Evidence 
to Prove Malice. 


Attorneys in the Craig Case Engage 
in Some Lengthy 
‘Arguments. 


Judge Smith Rules that the Disputed 
Testimony on Behalf of the Peo- 
ple May be Admitted 
The Proceedings. 


Until 4 o'clock yesterday aftertioon. a 
technical legal point made the indications 
for a possible disagreement of the jury 
in the Craig case very favorable, for up 
to that time the prosecution had not been 
able to refute the theory of the defense 
that the death of Mrs. Craig was due to 
an accident, nor had the very material ele- 
ment of “malice aforethought” been 
shown. 

After a hard and stubborn legal fight, 
in the temporary absence of the jury, 
counsel for the prosecution succeeded .in 
convincing Judge Smith that it was ad- 
missable to ow that Craig killed old 
William. Hunter and his wife, Mary, o 
Buena Vista street, after the murder 
the Hunter ranch, in furtherance of his 
threat to “clean out the whole Hunter 
family.“ 

This was the most important feature cf 
the yesterday, as the struggle 
to suppress this evidence occupied so much 
time that very little remained for the in- 
troduction of testimony. 3 

The day's proceedings commenced with 
the resumption of the cross-examination 
of John Craig by Mr. Gage. The de- 
fendant, who proved to de a much better 
witness than had been expected, even by 
his counsel, Withstood the trying ordeal 
unflinchingly. Viry few new matters 
were elicited, but among other things it 
was shown that Craig had been warned by 
Joe Hunter, who was on very friendly 
terms with him, to lock out for George, 
several times before the shooting. 

An effort was made to show by the de- 
fendant where and under what circum- 
stances he last saw the pistols with which 
the murders were committed, but the 
court sustained the objections of the de- 


tense to this lime of examination. 


J. D. Steele and Gen. E. Bouton were 
called upon to testify to the good repu- 
tation borne by Craig prior to the mur- 
der. Mr. Guthrie then called the atten- 
tion of the jury to the fact that while he 
and his colleagues had been appointed by 
the court to defend Craig. Mr. Gage had 


deen employed by the Hunter boys to 


prosecute the defendant.” 

It was then shown by the testimony of 
Deputy Sheriff W. H. Cline that a sub- 
poena had been duly issued for Craig’s 
missing friend, Dwight Olley. but that 
after diligent search for him, it had been 
returned unserved. 

This closed the case for the defense, 
with the understanding that Surveyor 
Street, who was out taking some meas- 
urements at the Hunter ranch. might de 
permitted to be called upon his return. 
Detective M. T. Bowler was the first 
witness calie@ in rebuttal for the prose- 
cution, but he proved to be a material 
witness for the defense for. when asked 
about his interview with Craig in cell 
No. 6, at the city jail, om the night of 
July 26, he stated that Craix said that 
after George had shot at him twice he 
„went to work on them.“ and he ex

NORTH® ONTARIO, Nov. 19,—(Special 
Correspondence.) It is not generally 
known that North Ontario is one of the 
largest shipping points along the road.

OWNERSHIP BETWEEN SIXTH 
AND PICO. 


A Protest Against the Abandonment 
Presented to the City Council— 
The Other Side of 
the Case. 


— 


_ The question of rights, as between the 
city and various other parties. on the land 
lying between Sixth and Pico streets 
within the lines of Figueroa street has 
been at issue for a number of years and 
from time to time has been brought to 
the official notice of the authorities.’ 
About six months ago the City Attorney 
presented a report on the matter in which 
he gave it as his opinion the ground in 
question was a public street. The ques- 
tion was brought before the City Council 
again not long ago and recently there was 
passed an ordinance of intention to aban- 
don as a street the land in question. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the. City 
Council a protest against the abandon- 
ment of the portion lying between Sixth 
and Seventh streets was presented, as 
signed by O. T. Johnson tnd others. The 
protest said: 

We, the undersigned property-owners 
on Figueroa street, respectfully protest 
against the abandonment of that portion 
of Figueroa street lying between Sixth and 
Seventh streets. 

“Figueroa street is the longest and best 
residence street in the city, being fully 
five and one-half miles long in a straight 
line. The city dedicated that street to 
public use, and sold the property in blocks 
fronting on that street, and it has no legal 
or moral right to abandon it without com- 
pensation to the property-owners. The 
public interests require that the street be 
maintained and improved, particularly 
from Sixth street to Seventh street. 

“This street is obstructed from Pico 
street to Sixth street, a distance of less 
than one mile. From Seventh street to 
Orange the property is entirely va and 


ueroa street and north of Sixth street, 
comprising more ‘than two hundred lots, 
demands an outlet on Figueroa street. 
from Sixth to Seventh streets, and all of 
the property in that vicinity is greatly 

d because Figuera street is not 


‘| opened and graded from Sixth street to 


Seventh street. There are no valuable im- 
provements upon Figueroa street Detween 
Sixth and Seventh streets. In fact, the. 
land is egtirely vacant. for a majority ot 
that distance, and wholly so from Orange 
street to Seventh street. A few parties 
have fenced up Figueroa street between 
Orange and Sixth streets, and have made 
the same their back yar:is, without author- 
ity of law, and greatly to the damage of 
their neighbors and all of the property- 
owners on Figueroa street for its entire 
distance. We respectfally submit that all 
the property-owners on Figueroa street, 
along its whole length of over five miles, 
are directly interested in riaintaining that 
street in its entirety, and were they com- 
pelled to pay ten fold tie amount of the 
adverse claims to a portion of that street, 
it would be better to submit to that im- 
position than to forever lose a portion of 
that important thoroughfare. ) 

Whatever may be the public necessity 
of maintaining Figueroa street south of 
Seventh street, there certainly can be no 
doubt as to the public necessfty of main- 
taining that street from Seventh street 
north to Sixth street. From Sixth street 
north for nearly three miles Figueroa 
street is unobstructed. Seventh street, 
with its douwble-track street-car line, is 
one of the most important thoroughfares 
across the city. Into this street Figueroa 
street demands an entrance from the north. 

“During the past three years this mat- 
ter has been three times before the City 
Council, and referred to three different 
city attorneys; and in each that law offi- 
cer, after carefully examining the ab- 
stracts, maps and records, has unhesitat- 
ingly and unqualifiedly advised the Coun- 
cil in writing that the city of Los Angeles 
owns Figueroa street along its entire 
length, and that the obstruction of that 
street from Pico to Sixth street is wholly 
unwarranted and contrary to law. 

We appeal to the Mayor and City Coun- 
cll not to confiscate ou property, not to 
abandon the city property, nor to injure 
public interests, and-not to do a thing that 
is wrong in morals and wrong, in law, by 
the abandonment of one of the oldest and 
best public streets in ‘the entire city.”
